DETROIT GIVEN 
FIRST PROJECT 


Slum Clearing Apartment 
to Cost Between 3 
and 4 Million

W ashington, Nov. 21 (JP)— T he 
g o v ern m e n t moved 
fu rth e r into 
the low cost housing field today 
with the a l lo tm e n t of $100,000,- 
000 for su ch construction and th e 
selection of D etroit for th e first 
federal slum clearance project. 


T he a p a r t m e n t house 
planned 
for Detroit by t h e corporation, is 
estim ated 
to 
cost between 
$3,- 
000,000 a n d $4,000,000 and th e 
public 
w o rk s 
chief, 
S ecretary 
Ickes, said his agency wras p r e ­ 
pared to fin ance ab o u t 20 similar 
buildings in o th e r cities. 


The list was not m a d e public 
but Ickes indicated th a t a list of 
the 20 large st cities in tho c o u n ­ 
try would not be far wrong. 


In allotting t h e $100,000,000 
to the h o u sing corporation, the 
secretary said th e Detroit project 
would 
n o t 
be 
built unless 
th e 
price of th e land to be acquired 
was reasonable. 


A f u r t h e r condition w as th a t 
t h e city as k th e Michigan legisla­ 
tu re to a u t h o ri z e a housing co r­ 
poration to ta k e over th e Detroit 
construction eventually. Secretary 
Ickes said until th e sta te set up 
a body to supervise such building 
th e Detroit operation 
could 
be 
handled by t h e federal 
govern­ 
m e n t t h ro u g h t h e housing corpor­ 
ation. 


Officials es tim a ted th a t the De­ 
troit project, consisting of a row 
of two story, 
fire-proof 
houses 
would provide six m o n th s employ­ 
m e n t for 2,000 m e n working 30 
h o u rs a wreek each.

CONTROL PLAN 


Stebbins Believes State 
System Will Oust 
Bootlegger 


The Michigan 
liquor 
control 
plan which will be presented to 
the state legislature during 
the 
special session is a sound 
pro­ 
posal in the belief of Lieutenant 
Governor Allen E. 
Stebbins, 
a 
member of the legislative council 
which drew It up. 


Stebbins expressed his opinion 
during a brief visit in Escanaba 
Monday. 
He and his son, G. B., 
were en route to their homes in 
Ionia after spending several days 
deer hunting at their camp near 
Watersmeet. 
The lieutenant gov­ 
ernor filled his license, but his 
son w'as not so fortunate. 


Although opposed to the sale 
of liquor by the 
glass, 
Stebbins 
said he thought 
the 
IMicliigan 
plan, which includes such 
sale, 
was an effective way to handle 
the situation and 
he 
hoped 
it 
would fare well in the legislature. 


While Stebbins said he thought 
the governor might have desired 
a plan somewhat more 
liberal, 
the thought was to start out con- 
«ervatively and liberalize later if 
found desiral)le. 


(Jets Profit 


There will bo no state tax on 
liiiuor, he pointed out, the stati; 
getting its revenue in the form of 
]irofit. 
The profit, ho said, is to 
1)0 limited to a ntit of 20 per cent, 
a remaining margin of 20 
per 
cent being allowed for overhead. 
The lieutenant governor 
added 
th at liquor must bo so priced that 
it will bo within the reach of the 
general public. 
This is the only 
way, ho said, to run the i)ootleg- 
gisr and speakeasy out of busi­ 
ness. 


The first legislation of the spe­ 
cial session will be enactment of 
Ininkiug laws 
permitting 
state 
banks to arail themselves of de­ 
posit insurance and otherwise be 
given advantages now exclusive 
with national banks or federal re- 
-'»Tve members. 


Another piece of legislation on 
the call for tho session is the pro­ 


posal to bond the state for per­ 
haps $30,000,000 to undertake a 
public building program. 
The 
bonds would be sold to the gov­ 
ernment under its plan of donat­ 
ing 30 per cent of the coat of a 
project and advancing money for 
the remaining 70 per cent, 
ac­ 
cepting bonds as collateral. 


Opposed to Issue 


Stebbins Is opposed to the bond 
issue. 
It is not only the fact 
that the money must be repaid, 
he said, but in adding to state 
building overhead expense will be 
greatly increased, and 
this 
in­ 
crease will be permanent. 


In order for the legislature to 
have authority to issue the bonds 
it must declare a state of insur­ 
rection or riot imminent, and this 
legislation is now being drafted 
by Patrick O’Brien, attorney gen­ 
eral. 
Wltliout this the authority 
would have to come through vote 
of the people. 


Stebbins is hopeful 
that 
the 
special session will transact 
Its 
business within 10 days. 
Another 
special session is planned for af­ 
ter the now year at which taxa­ 
tion and other matters will come 
up.

Stebbins Believes State 
System Will Oust 
Bootlegger 


The Michigan 
liquor 
control 
plan which 'vvlll be presented to 
the state legislature during 
the 
special session la a sound 
pro­ 
posal in the belief of Lieutenant 
(iovernor Allen E. 
Stebbins, 
a 
member of the legislative council 
Avhlch drew It up. 


Stebbins expressed his opinion 
during a brief visit in Escanaba 
Monday. 
He and his son, G. B., 
were en route to their homos in 
Ionia after spending several days 
deer hunting at their camp near 
Watersmeet. 
The lieutenant gov­ 
ernor filled his license, but his 
son was not so fortunate. 


Although opposed to the sale 
of liquor by the 
glass, 
Stebbins 
said he thought 
tho 
Michigan 
plan, which includes such 
sale, 
was an effective way to handle 
the situation and 
he 
hoped 
it 
would fare well in the legislature. 


While Stebbins said ho thought 
the governor might have desired 
a plan somewhat more 
liberal, 
the thought was to start out con­ 
servatively and liberalize later if 
found desirable. 


St^itc (ie(s P r o fi t 


There will bo no state tax on 
liquor, he pointed out, tho state 
getting its revenue in the form of 
])rofit. 
The profit, ho said, is to 
be limited to a net of 20 per cent, 
a remaining margin of 20 
per 
cent being allowed for overhead. 
The lieutenant governor 
added 
th at liquor must bo so priced that 
it W’ill bo w’ithin tho reach of the 
general public. 
This is the only 
way, ho said, to run the bootleg­ 
ger and speakeasy out of busi­ 
ness. 


The first legislation of the spe­ 
cial session will be enactment of 
banking laws 
permitting 
state 
banks to uTail themselves of de­ 
posit insurance and otherwise be 
given adv'antages now' exclusive 
with national banks or federal re- 
s».'rv(i members. 


Anotlier piece of legislation on 
the call for tho session is the pro­ 


posal to bond the state for per­ 
haps $30,000,000 to undertake a 
public building program. 
The 
bonds would be sold to the gov­ 
ernment under Its plan of donat­ 
ing 30 per cent of the cost of a 
project and advancing money for 
the remaining 70 per cent, 
ac­ 
cepting bonds as collateral. 


Opposed to Issue 


Stebbins is opposed to the bond 
issue. 
It is not only the fact 
that the money must be repaid, 
ho said, but in adding to state 
building overhead expense will be 
greatly increased, and 
this 
in­ 
crease W'ill be permanent. 


In order for the legislature to 
have authority to issue the bonds 
it must declare a state of insur­ 
rection or riot imminent, and this 
legislation is now’ being drafted 
by Patrick O’Brien, attorney gen­ 
eral. 
W ithout this the authority 
w'ould have to come through vote 
of the people. 


Stebbins is hopeful 
that 
the 
special session will transact 
its 
business within 10 days. 
Another 
special session is planned for af­ 
ter the new year at which taxa­ 
tion and other matters will come 
up.
